The UN Votes 


HE UNITED NATION’S CON- 
demnation of Red China for con 
tinuing to hold 11 U.S. airmen as 
prisoners of war was logical and 
necessary. These men are — United 
States citizens, and thus a primary 
concern of ‘their country. But when 
captured they were fighting in Korea 
as part of United Nations military 
forces, and under United Nations 
command. Their fate is thus a mat- 
ter for direct United Nations atten- 
tion 
The United States has. denounced 
the Chinese charges of espionage as 
entirely without . foundation. The 
men, Washington asserts, should have 
been returned with other troops dur- 
ing the Korean prisoner exchange. 
The U.N. Assembly voted 45. to 
5 in condemnation of Red China. The 
communist bloc voted against the 
resolution, which had_ been intro- 
duced by the. United States and the 
15 countries, including Canada, which 
took direct part in the Korean fight- 
ing. The Assembly also demanded 
release of the fliers, and to this end
